many Canadians are reluctant 
to invest their savings in common 
stocks ownership of Canadian com- 
panies has been bothering stock 
exchange officials, industrial leaders 
and government ministers for some 
years, 


There is little use complaining 
about foreign domination of Cana- 
. dian industry and resources, it has 
been argued, if the people will not 
provide the-capital needed to develop 
the country. Most Canadians, how- 
ever, have continued to put their 
money into life insurance, annuities, 
government bonds or savings ac- 
counts. (With the exception, per- 
haps, of a flutter now and -then in 
speculative oil or mining shares 
which, too often, only means lining 
the pockets of sharp promoters.) 


Part of the reason for the aver- 
age Canadian’s backwardness about 
buying common stocks may be found 
in the report of Ontario’s Kimber 
Committee on Securities Legislation 
which was released last Friday. The 
report is of wide general interest 
since the securities legislation of 
most Canadian provinces, including 
that of British Columbia, is broadly 
based on Ontario legislation. 


The committee did not indulge in’ 
any widespread criticism of current 
security trading practices, but im- 
plicit in its recommendations for 
changes is the admission that the 
ordinary shareholders, of some com- 
panies at least, have been getting 
less than an even break. 

A prime example of this is the 
recommendation that there should 
be full public disclosure of all trans- 
actions by “insiders” (directors and 
large shareholders) in their com- 
panies. Since the “t{nsiders” are per 
sons who have access to information 
concerning a company which may 
not ‘be obtainable by other share- 
holders, it is obvious that they are 
in a better position to profit by buy- 
ing or selling the company shares at 


opportune times. That such actions 
have happened may be one good 
reason for Canadians’ lack of inter- 
est in buying shares in public com- 
panies. 

The committee also urged that 
shareholders be given much: more 
financial information about the af- 
fairs of their companies than is now 
required. The report states: “It is 
difficult for the ordinary investor, 
in the absence of adequate disclos- 
ure, to arrive at an informed opinion 
as to the worth of his investments.” 
Shareholders should be told many 
more things. about the financial 
affairs of their companies, the com- 
mittee states, and the accounting 
should be presented. in a uniform 
manner to avoid confusion. - 

Among the other recommenda- 
‘tions of the Kimber committee were: 
Preparation ‘of prospectuses so that 
they would not be in “legal language 
which is largely incomprehensible to 
the layman”; protection of the small 
shareholders when bids are made for 
:their shares in a “takeover” move; 
and the use of proxies which would 
allow shareholders not able to be 
present at company meetings a bet- 
ter means of signifying their ap- 
proval or disapproval of manage- 
ment actions. 

Finally, the report comes down 
hard on the practice of “primary 
distribution” of speculative shares 
through stock markets because of 
the dangers of “market manipula- 
tion, false rumors, artificial excite- 
ment and inside advantages by pro- 
moters, brokers and floor traders.” 

The committee stated: ‘“Securi- 
ties legislation must be designed not 
only to serve the purpose of reducing 
imperfections in the free and open 
capital market, but also to ensure 
the efficient operation of the market 
in achieving long-term economic-ob- 
jectives.” « 7 

The: recommendations of the 
committee indicate that in too many 
cases these purposes are not being 
served,

It was his hope that the 
Fowler committee, picking up Mr. Fow- 
ler’s recommendation of 1957, would grant 
the CBC a 10-year charter replacing 
periodic, ad hoe and unplanned investi- 
gations with decennial inquiries. The cor- 
poration, thus happily set free, would be 
able to get along with its “tightening up” 
and sundry other improvements which 
it cannot tackle nowadays for lack of 
time. '

There's wali very new about my. speech, 
Tt has been delivered often before, but never 
«more effectively, to my way-of thinking, than 
by Matthew Baillie Beghie in 1884, 

The learned pioneer judge at that time 

heard an application by a citizen, Mr. Ander- 
Sen, protesting-a-eity eouncil proposal to per- 
_ mit the B.C. Agricultural Society to set up 
‘huildings. and facilities in Beacon Hill Park. By 
a technicality, the citizen had to solicit—and 
he received—consent of the attorney-general 
to institute his action, 

The facts, as set out in the Begbie decision, 
re clear. ,The society wished to establish a 

fair ground. Chief Justice Beghbie looked into 
the terms of the trust by which Beacon Hill 
became Victoria's park and said no. He also 
explained his reason for rejecting the scheme. 

“The corporation (of Victoria) have no 
power whatever to convey away one inch of 
‘the park, which has been granted to them on 
“express trusts, except upon and subject to those 
“trusts,” the chief justice declared.

He cites the responsibilities of the council 
to maintain the park—“‘or pleasure ground in 
such a manner as miay be most convenient ard 
suitable for the enjoyment and recreation of 
the public."

Over 300 Years Old

LONDON—As far back as 
1650 a European military 
writer stated that poisorm gas 
was suitable for Christians to 
use on infidels but hardly the 
thing for God-fearing folk to 
use on one another.

The 17th century writer, Siem- 
ienowtez, even drew a clear

His words anticipate Yo an 
amazing degree the current 
furore about the use of tear 
and vomiting gas, provided by 
the United States, and directed 
by South Vietnamese | forces 
against the Communist Viet 
Cong guerrillas in Southeast 
Asia.

Easy Conscience 


“They can be employed 
more freely and with an easier 
conscience . .

BEIRUT — Has President 
Nasser reached the point of no 
return in his relations with the 
West? Does it stili make sense 
to seek to “come. to -terms”’ 
with him? Is a reconciliation 
possible? These are, I think, 
legitimate questions to ask 
when pondering the causes of 
the violence and bitterntss in 
President Nasser’s recent 
speeches, 

In recent weeks President 
Nasser’s anger has been 
mainly directed against West 
Germany. He was provoked by 
a West German-Israeli arms 
agreement and by Bonn's sub- 
sequent decision to offer full 
diplomatic relations to Israel. 
But there are many aspects of 
crisis which seem artificial 
and contrived. 

President Nasser has known 
about the arms deal for at 
least a year, The sum in- 
volved, about $80 million, is 
felatively small compared with 
the vast reparations pay- 
ments West Germany has 
made to Israel over the past 
13 years. The problem is, 
therefore, not exactly new.

His dealings with the West 
have not been so happy. On 
halt-a-dozen ‘fronts he is in 
daily hostile confrontation 
with it.

It continues 
to man strongpoints and to 
exert political pressures in the 
Arab world—an area which he 
considers his natural sphere 
of influence.
